CORPORATION OF THE CITY OF GALWAY 


THE MACE. The head is designed in the form of a Royal Crown of four 

arches, carrying the orb and cross rising from a circlet of crosses 
patée and fleurs-de-lys, with the Royal Arms of Queen Anne 
lying horizontally beneath. The body is chased in panels, 
divided by nude female demi-figures with flowing hair, with the 
crowned emblems of the nations of the British Isles : the rose, 
the thistle, and the harp ; also the fleur-de-lys for France, the 
sovereignty of which was nominally claimed by English rulers 
until 1801, each emblem being flanked by the initials A.R. 
(Anna Regina). 
The shaft is round and lightly chased with a pattern of roses and 
thistles ; it is divided into three sections by two flattened knops, 
the upper one with four brackets of a design often used for the 
handles of porringers of the late 17th Century. The foot knop is 
of bold baluster shape and has the emblems of the four countries 
repeated in the concave upper section, the convex lower section

A REMARKABLE RELIC OF KING CANUTE 


DESCRIPTION 


An Anglo-Saxon Ox Horn with English silver mounts of the 15th 
Century. The Horn is of dark brown colour, twenty-five and a half 
inches long, and at the mouth twelve inches in circumference. It is 
enriched at the mouth by a narrow band of silver gilt to which is attached 
a small ring ; at the small end a silver-gilt stopper in the form of a 
hound’s head is made to screw into the lip of the Horn. Surrounding 
the middle is a broad band of silver gilt of superb Gothic workmanship, 
engraved : 


“9 Hing Wnomde (Canute) gite William Petuse (Pusey) 
this Horn to bold by thy Lond.” 


Attached to this band are two 15th Century silver feet, placed there 
so that the Horn may stand up. 


* AN OBJECT OF UNIQUE INTEREST, alike to the antiquary and to 
the lover of medieval silver. It has been described and illus- 
trated by Sir Charles Jackson in his History of English Plate, 
vol. II, pp. 593-4. It is clear from the wording that the in- 
scription is an exact copy of the original, but by an obvious 
mistake the gothic § was changed to t by the addition of a 
stroke which has caused Pewse to be misread Pecote.

This is told in Camden’s “ Britannia ’’, 2nd Edition, vol. I, p. 224, 
and in “ Observations on the Pusey Horn’’, by the Rt. Hon. Jacob, 
Earl of Radnor, read at the Society of Antiquaries, November 11th, 1790, 
from which the following is taken : 


“In addition to the information respecting the Pusey Horn, 
published many years since by the Society, the traditional history 
respecting it may be thought worth noticing. It is as follows: 
Canute being in camp in the neighbourhood of Pusey and the Saxons 
at a few miles distance, the King received intelligence from an officer 
of his army, who, in the disguise of a shepherd had got into the 
enemies’ camp, of an ambuscade formed by the Saxons to intercept 
him. This intelligence proved true, and the King, in consequence 
escaping the danger, gave this Manor to the officer and his heirs for 
this service, to hold by the tenure of this Horn, which has accordingly 
been preserved carefully by the proprietors ever since.”’ 


N.B.—The Saxon Camp was the camp on White Horse Hill, 
above the White Horse on the Berkshire Downs near Faringdon, 
while King Canute’s Camp was Cherbury Castle or Cherbury Camp, 
as it is now called—an ancient earth work in a remarkably good 
state of preservation still forming part of the Pusey Estate and 
situate within two or three hundred yards of the Pusey Lodge Farm. 


The Pusey Estates have been held accordingly by the tenure of the 
Horn (Cornage) ever since. 


Te GAL LN i RA Sa 


The Horn is one of the few remaining specimens of objects held in 
connection with the tenure of “ Cornage ’’, a tenure once fairly common 
(being a species of ‘‘ Grand Sergeanty ’’, one of the old feudal tenures). 
This Horn is certainly the best known of these specimens. It was the 
subject of an action brought for its recovery by Charles Pusey before Lord 
Chancellor Jeffries (Pusey v. Pusey, reported by Vernon, 1684, I Vernon, 
p. 273) when (according to Hickes) the Horn itself was “ Produced in 
Court and with universal admiration received admitted and proved to 
be the identical Horn by which as by a charter Canute had conveyed 
the Manor of Pusey seven hundred years before.”’

The Horn is quoted in nearly all the text books as the supreme 
example of a real heirloom, the last of such text books being the “ Laws 
of England”, by Lord Halsbury in 1912, in which see volume 24, p. 340: 


“ Heirlooms are articles which either from their connection with 
real estate, or by special custom, pass on the death of the ancestor 
to the heir. They are connected in this manner with real estate when 
they are an incident of the tenure of land or are necessary for main- 
taining the dignity of the owner of land or the possessor of a title. 
An ancient Horn, where the tenure is by Cornage ; the Garter and 
Collar of a Knight ; the ancient jewels of the Crown ; and a patent 
creating a dignity, are all heirlooms. (e.g. the Pusey Horn—Pusey v, 
Pusey, 1684, I Vernon, 273). Tenure by Cornage imposed on the 
tenant the duty of winding a Horn to warn the King of the entry into 
the kingdom of the King’s enemies (Littleton’s Tenures, Section 156 ;
